Any ono who has not seen it forms a very 


indefinito idea ot Castlo Garden. This Ls tho 
way it looked to a man from tlio country: 


It is not a garden at all, but a big round 


house at tho front end of Manhattan island. 
A group of lowly wooden buildings of tbo 
color of a dirty linen duster nro grouped 
about tho round house, A few trees and 
bushes struggle for existcnco around tho 
buildings. Tbo walls of tho round bouse nrp 
thick mosses of masonry, crowned by acpni- 
cnl woodon roof, through which tho light 
enters and tho odors of tho placo emerge. 
Docks extend along tho w«tcr front of tho 
Garden. A placard tho other day announced 
tbat tbroo steamers—tho Edam, from Hotter- 
dam; tbo Wyoming, from Liverpool, and tho 
Foiorin, from Hamburg—had arrived witb 
mi aggregaU) of 3,200 immigrants. 
Tlio 


steamships were at their docls, and lighters 
hr,d gone up to bring tho immigrants to 
Castlo Garden. 


Kino o'clock in tho morning is tho hour at 


which tho great American republic throws 
open its doora to receive its immigrants. On 
a busy day, when :;,OCO arrive, it takes till 
lato at night to dispose of them. 


Suddenly n gong up in tho root of tho 


Garden clanged three times, and tho chief or 
the half dozen clerks brolio out of tiio inclos- 
uro in tho center of tho room, opened a scries 
ot gates, and closed another series, just r-s 
herdsmen do in preparing to pen a !!oek of 
shoop, and lh™ called out to an cmployo on 
tho docks: "Let them como!" 


A lighter loaded with immigrants from tho 


Polaria had reached the dock. 
At the signal 


from tbo chief clerk they camo Cling into tho 
round houso, bringing witli them somo of tho 
queerest baggugo and most potent tobacco 
smoko that can lie encountered. One woman 
carried a whole tin sbo[> in ono hand ar.d led 
by tlio other a solemn looking BWu boy who 
wore busswood tihoes that smotu tho door with 
a dull thud. Many o£ thcso immigrants wero 
from Holland. Ono quaint little Dutch girl 
hugged a (lower pot containing atulipwhich 
drooped its head as if seasick. A majority of 
them carried their baggage in great bags of 
colfM nackinc. Tl;e tourist who doesn't go in 
for appearances will find nothing better 1'or a 
luggage repository. It can bo used for a pillow 
at Highland at tho end of tho journey you 
can make a pair of trousers of tho sachel. In 
fact, some of tlio men had spring trousers 
made of the same material as their band bags. 


When tlio lighter load ot 200 bad been 


driven into the inclosuro tho gates were 
closed. 
'-Driven" is the proper word, for long 


eipcriotico in handling immigrants has taught 
tho employes to speak- to them in curt, de- 
cided tones. Tho average immigrant is sus- 
picious of cveryono on arriving here, and 
especially fo of tbo ir.an who speaks in a 
gentle, insinuating tone of voice. 
"When a 


person blurts out in the stentorian tones of R 
canal boat captain tlio immigrant underelanils 
that he is an olllcial and obeys him. 


From the inclosui-e llio immigrants were 


nmdo to file through a narrow railed passage 
where they got liojielessly entangled witb 
thoir baggage. 
A clerk sat behind tbo roil- 


ing nnd entered tho name, nativity and desti- 
nation of each person in a book. The i-aso 
with which ho understood and wroto down 
the tonguo paralyzing names mado ttio ro- 
portci' envy him. 


When all had been registered and those who 


•weregoing immediate'.}-out of tho city had 
gono back on tbo docks to look after their 
baggngo and take a lighter for one of tho rail- 
way depots, those-who wero to remain a while 
in the city were left by themselves. Then an 
official throwopou. a gate and twenty or more 
men with tickets stud; in their baLs camo 
running in. These were runners for tho im- 
migrant boarding bouses nnd tho tickets in 
tlicir bats wore the business cards of their 
respective hotels. There was no strngglo bo- 
twcen rival runners, but each ran up to the 
immigrant that ho had marked for bis own, 
seized his luggage and was away witb him in 
a JiCy. In twenty-four ' hours tho nirjicr 
must "return to Castlo Garden and make a re- 
port as to his guests, in order that if they aro 
wanted thoir whereabouts may bo kr.ov.-n. 


In all tho excitement oC tho placo haJC n 


dozen men and ono woman wero movingcalm 
nud collected. 
They wero missionaries from 


various religious societies, Tim woman boro 
an armful of tracts. One priest had a great 
gold anchor pinned to his lapel.
